A study, m ade 
by food scien­ 
tists at several Midwest agricul­ 
tural experim ent stations, shows 
that after 40 years of age the 
average 
woman 
consumes 
less 
than the “daily needed am ount” 
of protein. 
Women between 40 and 59 years 
had diets 9 per cent below par in 
protein: women 60 to 69. 18 per 
cent; and those 7 0 to 7 9 years 
old. about 12 per cent short. 
Although protein needs must be 
assessed along with other nutri­ 
tional requirem ents, it might be 
well if older women took another 
lo o k at 
their daily protein in­ 
take. 
Foods im portant for protein in­ 
clude milk, cheese, eggs, m eats, 
poultry, and fish. Others that can 


be 
counted 
on 
to 
give 
good 
am ounts 
are dry 
beans, 
peas, 
lentils, and nuts. Although cereals 
provide sm aller quantities of pro­ 
tein in a usual serving, their con­ 
tributions can help out in meeting 
daily protein needs. 
Even though body growth is 
completed, older people still need 
protein for repair and upktvp of 
body tissues, say nutritionists in 
the U.S. D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture.

But m ore money always comes 
m than goes out, and at the end 
of the year th ere’s that surplus 
again. 
It’s an interesting problem. No 
other city seem s to have it. But 
then there is no other place like 
Hong Kong. 
F irst of all, it shouldn't even be 
here. 
The British got the island with a 
bit of gunboat diplom acy — the 
standard practice in those days— 
about 120 years ago.

has been added.

“ I ’ll have my money back in 11 
years.” said one British investor, 
“ the Chinese Communists willing.” 


And if they aren’t? 


“ Then I ’m wiped out.” 
But people are pouring money 
into huge, substantial office build­ 
ings. factories, warehouses, homes, 
hotels, stores. 
Already crammed to the burst­ 
ing po int with Chinese fleeing 
the harsh and humo rless reg ime 
at ho me, Ho ng Ko ng decided to 
g o into business o n its o wn, 
mo stly tex tiles. 
Then the tourists discovered the 
free port, where products from 
everyw here w ere on sale at prices 
cheaper than in the places where 
they w ere m ade. When jet planes 
cam e. Hong Kong was the first 
city in the area to build runways 
for them. 
Now tourists sw arm in at a rate 
of half a million a year.

Q—M y doctor says I have phle­ 
bitis. What is it and what causes 
it? 
A—Phlebitis Is an Inflammation 
of the veins usually with clotting. 
It commonly occurs in the legs 
and has a tendency to recur. A 
tender hard knot or cord can be 


felt under the skin and the por­ 
tion over the vein may be red- j 
dcned. In general the cause is a 
slowing of the blood flow in the 
affected vein.

WASHINGTON tfl - A wholly 
lew President Johnson — new to 
iim self and everyone else, here 
and abroad — will have to de­ 
velop 
now 
that 
he 
has 
been 
»lected to tiie White House on his 
awn for a full four years. 


This is in handling foreign 


affairs, a field where his ex­ 
perience has been very limited 
until 
now. 
It's 
a 
reasonable 


guess he will try to perform 


here as he did on the American 
political scene so long. 
It can be simply stated: try to 
get all you want but compromise 
if necessary to make some prog­ 
ress. 


As vice president, he was never 
more than a shadow, a good-will 
am bassador,, of President John 
F. Kennedy who ran foreign a f­ 
fairs with a strong hand of his 
owm. 


After he became President, and 
until now, Johnson m ade no over- 


er as a first-hand participant in 
solving them on the scene, as 
might be done through confer- 


seas tiips. For one thing, there 
was no vice president if anything 
happened to him. 


For another, 
he 
apparently ! 


felt he had a fulltime Job es- | 
tablishing himself at home and 
trying 
to 
get 
his 
program s 


through Congress. 
He did so 


well it was his success here 
that laid the base for his presi­ 
dential campaign. 


As President he had foreign 
i problems to deal with, but from 
; within the White House, and nev- 


ences. 


He’ll still have to worry about 
his program s in Congress, but 
the Dem ocrats are even stronger 
there as a result of the elections. 
There will now be a vice presi­ 
dent, just in case, and the for­ 
eign field can't be pushed aside 
longer. 


One of the first moves, prob­ 
ably, will 
be visiting 
foreign 


leaders, perhaps taking part in 
some kind of conference on the 
NATO alliance which is getting 
shakier, 
and 
perhaps summit 


talks with the Russians. 


This will be the first tune in this 


generation, at least, that the for-!! 


eign leaders ever met any presi­ 
dent like Johnson, for whom suc­ 
cess and approval by the public 


are a necessary part of his daily 
diet. 


Since he has a great sense of 


the spectacular he can be expect­ 


ed to seek some sensational early | 


triumph that he can point to. Over 


the long run he will probably try 
to do in foreign affairs what he 
did with Congress and politicians. 
This m eans getting something 
done. 


In short, in each instance he 
will seek some m easure of suc­ 
cess, compromising where he has 
to instead of insisting upon hav­ 
ing everything his own way. 


After beating Sen. Barry Gold- 


water 
in 
Tuesday’s 
election 


Johnson said he accepts his vic­ 
tory as a ’‘mandate for unity.” 
He was talking about trying to 
unify 
the 
divided 
forces 
at 


home. 


It is hardly an accident he men­ 
tioned unity. For him it m eans try­ 
ing to bring divergent forces to­ 
gether. It’s the way he operates. 
It will not be surprising if out 
of his visits abroad comes some 
progress in problems which have 
been standing >still. He may ac­ 
complish 
far 
more 
than 
Ken­ 
nedy. 


While Johnson 
needs constant 
reassurance through approval — 


i domestically he got all on° man 
needs in the election returns — it 
i is natural he will raise his sights 


j and seek international approval 
with his conduct of foreign af­ 
fairs. 


He is an 
expert 
negotiator 


hut he still has to demonstrate 
how tough he is in a fierce in­ 
ternational crisis. He has never 
been in one, although he may 
have given an insight with his 
action in Southeast Asia.

Brothers Team 
Exchange Jabs 


BOSTON (#1 — For two hours the 
U.S. Senate's first brothers team 
in 161 years swapped quips and 
digs at a hospital bedside. 


It was the day after election 
and U.S. Sen.-elect Robert F. 
Kennedy, D-N.Y., hustled to New 
England 
Baptist 
H o s p i t a l 
Wednesday 
to exchange con­ 
gratulations with his younger 
brother. Sen. Edward M. Ken­ 
nedy, D-Mass. 


Bobby emphasized he was only 
visiting Boston, a joking reference 
to campaign charges lie was a 
carpetbagger in New York. 


Ted, who scored a lopsided elec­ 
tion victory for a six-year term in 
the Senate, kidded Bobby about 
hts smaller margin in the New 
York election. 


Their meeting was loud and full 
of laughs. Bobby brought along 
his wife, Ethel, and Ted’s wife, 
Joan, completed the quartet. 
Reporters waiting outside the 
room had trouble distinguishing 
which brother was talking. One 
newsman explained, “They both 
sound so much the same, it's im­ 
possible to tell.” 
He added, wistfully, that both 
sound just like their older broth­ 
er, the late President John F. 
Kennedy. Ted now holds the 
Senate post once occupied by 
his older brother John. 
During talks with newsmen, Ted 
said, “ I think I asked Bobby if he 
was ruthless.” 
That was another reference to 
one of the charges made against 
Bobby during the New York elec­ 
tion fight against Republican Sen. 
Kenneth B. Keating. 
“ Oh, no,” Bobby interjected. 
“ He's been getting pretty fresh 
since he's been in the hospital. 
He had to have his wife campaign 
for him.” 
Ted has been hospitalized since 
last June when his back was brok­ 
en in a plane crash. He expects 
to leave the hospital before Christ­ 
mas. 
They talked about problems In 
both Massachusetts and New 
York. One subject was more 
work for Navy yards and airbase 
locations. 
“ I explained to Ted,” Bobby 
said, “ that I was older (38) and 
that in our family we had a tradi­ 
tion that the older brother . . .” 
“ Isn't Ted senior to you as a 
senator?” a newsman asked. 
“ I believe that he brought that 
up,” Bobby replied. 
The Kennedy brothers, when 
both sit in the Senate, will be 
the first such combination since 
1803. 
Theodore Foster of Rhode Is­ 
land and Dwight Foster of Massa­ 
chusetts served in the U.S. Senate 
from 1800 to 1803, when they re­ 
signed.

Census Plans 
Announced 


Plans for taking the 1964 Census 
of Agriculture in Lee County were 
announced today by Bob Shan­ 
non, newly-appointed census crew 
leader for the county. 
The job will be done in three 
stages, the crew leader said. First 
will come recruitment and train­ 
ing of enumerators to count all 
farms in the county. About one 
enumerator for each 150 farms 
will be needed. 
Shortly after Nov. 9. the Bureau 
of the Census, an agency of the 
U.S. Department of Commerce, 
will start the second stage by 
mailing agricultural census qucs- 
tionnau'es to all rural boxholders 
in the county. This will give farm 
and ranch operators, who are re­ 
quired by law' to fill out the 
forms, a period of time to con­ 
sult their records and fill in 
answers to the questions. 
In the final stage, enmerators 
will visit each farm in the coun­ 
ty to collect the questionnaires. 
At the time of this visit, the 
enumerators will help fanners 
complete answers to any ques­ 
tions the fanners may have had 
difficulty with. Enumerator visits 
are scheduled to begin in this 
county in November. Enumera­ 
tors will take about three weeks 
to complete their work, the crew 
leader estimates. 
The Census of Agriculture is 
taken every five years in the 
years ending in “ 4” and “ 9” to 
gather up-to-date information on 
the nation's agricultural resourc­ 
es and production. Such informa­ 
tion is vital in making decisions 
affecting many segments of the 
U.S. economy. Data gathered in­ 
clude the number and size of 
farms, acreage and harvest of 
crops, livestock inventory, infor­ 
mation on farm equipment and 
facilities farm products sold, and 
use of fertilizers, insecticides, and 
herbicides. 


Predict Vote 
Will Top 
19 60 Mark 


WASHINGTON IP) — Still incom­ 
plete returns from Tuesday’s elec­ 
tion indicate that the total voter 
turnout fell far short of the pre­ 
dicted 71.1 million hut probably 
topped the 1960 total. 


With 173,152 of 175,756 polling 
units counted, President Johnson 
had 42,038,243 votes to 26,449.960 
for Sen. Barry Goldwater, a two- 
party total of 68,488.203. 


In 1960. the total of presidential 
votes for all candidates — Demo­ 
crat John F. Kennedy, Republi­ 
can Richard M. Nixon and minor 
parties — plus those cast for un- ! 
pledged presidential electors in 
Louisiana and Mississippi totaled 
68,832,778. 


The 2,604 precincts still unre­ 
ported come mostly from sparse­ 
ly settled areas, which probably 
have about 200 votes each. 


This would mean the present to­ 
tals will he swelled by about half 
a million votes from these 2.604 
precincts, plus the minor party 
vote estimated at about 200,000 
based on the 1960 totals.

The steps were taken Wednes­ 
day by the NCAA’s 18-man poli­ 
cy-making council, which at the 1 
same time fired the first salvo 1 
in renewing the battle with the i 
Amateur Athletic Union over the 
right to sanction track and field 
competitions. 


Four member schools—Western 
State of Colorado also was in­ 
volved — were penalized by the 
NCAA for ‘‘excessive financial aid 
and 
recruiting 
violations,” 
but 
only Miami was barred from post­ 
season activity. 


The ruling, which places Miami 
on probation for one year and bans 


the school from the NCAA basket- j 
ball tournament as well as other 
major post-season affairs cooper- j 
ating with the NCAA, came about 
because of an incident last year. 
The council said a representa­ 
tive of ‘‘Miami’s athletic inter­ 
ests” gave a basketball player 
free room and hoard and paid 
for his air travel for several 
trips made In 1963. 


Miami President Henry King 
Stanford said the violation was un­ 
intentional but the school respects 
the decision and will abide by it. 
Michigan State was placed on 
probation for three years but ad­ 
ditional sanctions were suspended 
because the school corrected the 
violations after the 1958-59 college 
year. 


Navy received a one-year pro­ 
bation with no additional penalties. 
Neither the Spartans nor the 


Middies is banned from post-sea­ 
son activity under the ruling. 


Western State was reprimand­ 
ed and censured because it gave 
a wrestler a grant of tuition and 
fees after he already had a Job. 


Daytona University was restored 
to full rights and privileges after 
completing two years on probation 
for a basketball recruiting viola­ 
tion. 


When the Council finished hand­ 
ing out penalties, it turned to the 
AAU and signaled the end of the 
truce which had been arranged by 
the late Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 
The truce was to have lasted until 
the end of the Tokjo Olympic 
Games. 


The right to sanction events has 
been the disputed point in the 
struggle between the two groups 
and has continued for more than 


three years. The AAU claims the 
sole right to sanction meets. 


The NCAA, however, re-af- 
firmcd the position taken in a 
resolution adopted last January. 
The resolution stated: 


‘‘The member institutions of the 
NCAA will support only those 
meets 
and 
tournaments 
which 
have obtained sanctions from the 
established sports federations in 
basketball, track and field, base­ 
ball and gymnastics.” 


The federations are backed by 
the NCAA.
